BISHOPS BROOKS AND DWENaBB

B0.ST41V, .T.iri. 07.— With the imprcs- 
sive fulleral services of tho chmch in 
oonnectioQ with which hi<^ life work 
WM 4o&«« and accompanied by cvi- 
dsnoes of public grief tiieli u liave not 
bcMt Qtsnifested in this oommnnity be- 
fore for a generation, at least, the re- 
mains of th« late Bishop Phillips 
Brooks wero yesterday cousigned to 
their laHt resting pbtfl IB Mount AXk- 
burn cemetery. 

At 8 o'clock in the mOming the b'Hly, 
encased in a black broadcloth casket, 
hennetioally sealed, accouipanied by a 
fftiard of honor, was taken from the res- 
idence at Clareiulou streot and borne to 
Trini^cjiur(^h wliure it wa'A iilarod on 
acataffa>(iue in.siile tlw shrouded portals 
of the ohnrch. Above the caaktt and 
depending from the ceiling was a tent- 
like canopy of black broadcloth, and the 
whIIh and ceiling were heavily shrooded 
with the samo material. 

At the head and foot of the catafalque 
were placed the colors of the Loyal 
Legion, of which order the l.ito bishop 
was an honorary member, while on the 
foot of the casket lay a simple cross of 
Easter lilies. The departed bishoj) lay 
tn his Episcojial robe, his hands folded 
upon his breast, and appeared as natural 
9nd lifelike as though quietly sleeping. 
A uniformod guard of members ot the 
liOyal Legion Kept vifjil on either side 
ot the casket, end a double line of po- 
licemen was fornu'il from both corner 
•ntrancen of the vestibule to the side- 
walks beyond. 

When all preparations were com- 
pleted the doors were opened, and the 
peoj^e whom the great prelate had ho 
fored and for whom he had so labored 
were allowed to pass by twos into tlie 
northwest comer entrance of the vesti- 
bule through on either side of the casket 
and out at the southwest comer en- 
trance, each catching only a farewell 
glance of thv loved features. There wae 
a large gatheiing in front<rf the church, 
bnt uiiejewM nonuh and no diaoour* 
tear. 

Durinf the three hours allotted for 
the° purpose, up to 11 o'clock, a steady 
prooeMion moved iia^^ed the bier. 
There were stalwart businc^fl men of 
thi' city, to whom the dead ajio.stle had 
so often preached at the uoo!i-day meet- 
ings in Fanueil hall; students and 
young men innumerable, whose lives 
will tell of hie teachiiifi;^ lor decades to 
come; delegations from Harvard, where 
as college preacher some of the de- 
ceased's most etTectivo work had been 
wrought; fellow clergymen and men of 
lettere, to whom the great churclnnan 
was both friend and brother, and 
Women by hundreds, many writli tear- 
itained faces. struKKliuji; vainlj' to con- 
ceal their Krief at tlio loss ot' bi.shop, 
pastor and n-iend. 

At 11 o'clock, the hour for closinji; the 
doors to the public, a line of people ex- 
tending down the sidewalk to Berkeley 

Jtreet, two blocks away, was pressing 
orward towanl the niecca of that vesti- 
bule, and another tliron^,' equally large 
surged up to the Clarendon .street en- 
trance, where those entitled to aduiiB- 
sion to the funeral services were re- 
ceived. The body of the church was 
kept for the invited guests, which in- 
oloded all the clergy of the state dele- 
gations from Episcopal societies, Gov- 
ernor Kussell, a delegation from the 
)ed|flatvre, Mayor idatthews, other 
piSui« ofioil^ President Elliott and 
uaoverteers of Harvard college and 
iburvard class of '55, of which he 
was a tnetuber, a coiunittee of the 
Loyal Legion and dwgyman of other 
denominations. 

^ The interior of Trinity was appropri- 
ately dnped, aU the sable trappings and 
deoorattons of thegrand edifice spoaking 
with e peculiar ^thoa of the over- 
whelmmg loes which ,had befallen the 
parish and dioeeae. The chancel walls 
and railing pulpit, reading desk and 
gallery front were heavily draped in 
black; flonJ and other appointments 
decorating the enancel in beautiful re- 
lief. At ih« back of the chancel an 
arch of lamd, fifteen feet high and 
ten feet wide, was flanked on either 
fide by two spruce trees about eight 
feet high. 

In front of the aroh on a diaa rested • 
tall and beautiful cross of Easter lilliee, 
and at the side the baptismal fount 
wod shrouded in laurel and filled with 
BilBter. Ullias. The chancel railing was 
W9nnd vrith laurel and upon it was 

e'aced a row of potted spruce trees, 
pered so as to form a pyramid. Sim- 
plicity charactetiKed every detail, while 
&• general eff ect waa im poeing.

Long before the hour for the begin- 
ning or the first ceremony the crowds 
began to gather. Every seat in the vast 
structure was taken, and many chairs 
were placed in tho airth s. At tin' hour 
of 8:45 all the clergy a.'^.seiiihlrd in tlin 
aacristy of the cathedral, and after vest- 
ing proceeded to the sanctuary and be- 

gn the ceremony known as the oftice of 
e dead. The bishops wore the white 
mitres which are always used for cere- 
moniaJs of this nature. The vestnionta 
of the priests were also those u.sed upon 
Bucb occasions. 

Immediately after tin- conclusion of 
the oflSce of the dead tlu' iiontilicate 
requiem mass was bejiun. Th»; sermon 
wae delivered by nio.st Kcv. liisliop 
Badamacher, of Nashville, Tenu. At 
the conclusion of the sei-mon the cer- 
emony of the absolution waa begun. 
All the bishops ofliciated in the order 
|of their rank, the last being Archbishop 
Blder, of Cincinnati. 

After tho absolution tho remains 
were placed in tho vault under the 
cathedral and the sad rites were at an 
end. 

It is too early to speculate upon his 
euccfssor a,s yet.

STASiroui), Conn., Jan. ^7. — A skating 
contest for the hnudrediuiile champion- 
ship of America here yesterday resulted 
in smashing the world's long distance 
record. It was between Joe Donoghue, 
the amateur marvel, A. S. Franklin, of 
New York, and John Ennis, of Stam- 
ford. The ice was in splendid condi- 
tion. An elliptical course 105!2 feet 
long and 425 feet wide was laid out on 
the cove pond. It was surveyed by 
Engineer fierce and measured just two 
laps to the mile. The temperature waa 
a few degrees below the freezing point. 

Donoghue finiai^ in 7h. 11m. 'M 1-58. 
Franklin had made ninety and one- 
third miles, and Ennis eighty-five miles. 

The best previous record for one hun- 
dred miles was that of John Ennis, at 
Chicago, in llh. 87n». 45s. Donoghue 
thus beats the record by 4h. 20m. G 4r5s.

WASHiNOTOir, Jan. Vt.—Thtan were 
not many senators in the chamber yes- 
terday during tho debate on tho anti- 
ojition bill, but those who were present 
witnessed th ■ remarkable circum.staiice 
of the states' righta Democrat, Mills, of 
Texas, having his argument against the 
conatiti^tianality of the bill suatained by 
the stalwart Bepublican, Hiaoook, of 
New York. 

Mr. Mills declared his belief that the 
sentiment in favor of local self-govern- 
ment prevailed from New England to 
the Pacific ocean; and Mr. Hiscock as- 
Bcrtod that there had been rarely pre- 
sented to congress a measure in which 
less regard had been paid than was paid 
in the pending measure, either to the 
proprieties of legislation or to constitu- 
tional restrictions. 

An etl'urt to pas.s a bill creating a com- 
mission on the nlcoliolic liquor traffic 
gave Mr. \'est. I)t mocrat. of Missouri, 
an ()]i;n)rtunity of ventilating his views 
on such specinn'Urtof "crank legislati<m, 
and on those jiHuedo-philantiiropists, 
who want to use the powers of congress 
to advance some special hobby, to 
which they are devoting their otherwise 
useless lives." 

Tlie session of the hou.se was ono de- 
void of any public interest. The sun- 
dry civil bill was granted the right of 
way, and while a few obstruction.s were 
placed on tho track, none of them 
prove<l disastrous and the bill made fair 
progress. The item of appropriation 
for the survey of public lands was tl'.e 
chief object of attack; but Mr. Holuian 
kept his men in line, and amenduieiiis 
looking to an increa.se of the approjjrit- 
tion for this jiurposo from iiI0<),(XK) to 
f200,000, and $809,000, were cleared by 
the appropriations committee's cow- 
catcher. ,

SENATOR MARTIN'S ELECTION. 

What to ThouKht In Waahlastmii About 
Ita locality. 

Wasbinoton, Jan. 27.— There la a di- 
versity of opinion, not only among the 
senators, but among the members 'of 
tho committee on privileges and elec- 
ticuis, as to the exa< t standing of Mr. 
Martin, of Kansas, who is credited with 
being the senator-elect from that statt 
to fill tho vacancy caused by the deatl 
of Mr. Plumb, iuid now temporarily 
tilled by Mr. PerUna by appointment of 

the governor. 

The appearance of Mr. Martin at th* 
senate I'haiiiber, bearing the certihcatt 
of the governor, nniy be looked for at 
any day, and may i)r« cipitate a pro- 
longetl and bitti-r election contest, siini 
lar to those of some years ago. The fact 
that every vote in the s(-nate will be 
contested by the Democrats in further- 
ance of their intention to, if p' ssiide, 
organize the ne.xt senat(\ gives the cast 
of Mr. Martin imuieiliate importance. 

It has escaped the mind of some of the 
members ot the committee that the 
Kansas election was to till the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Plumb, 
whoso term of otlice did not expire until 
the Itli of March, l«'.tr>, and that Mr. Per- 
kins, the present incumbent, was only 
serving until the legislature should 
meet in regular session and choose his 
hucce8.><or. 

Aa soon as that succeswor h£i8 been 
regularly and legitimately elected, Mr. 
Perkins ceases to l)e t'liited Stat<'S sen 
ator. Tiider the peculiar conditions 
that o.\i8l in Kansas the probable action 
of the senate becomes an interesting 
matter for conjecture. In the mean 
time Mr. Perkins wiil hold to the seat 
to which he was appointed until his 
successor is electe(l and (lualified. 

Mr. Perkins is not, from all accounts, 
disposed to forcyu his seat in the senate 
without a struggle, and will not cease 
his resistance to a Judgment of ouster 
until he and the Republican members 
of the senate are satisfied that the cro 
dentials of the senator from Kanaaa are 
good and that he was ehoaan by a body 
duly organized. 

So it may happen that in the event of 
this sort of a contest, Mr. Perkins may 
remain in the senate until the close of 
the present congress. It is just possi 
ble too, thnt lu. Martin may refrain 
from presenting himself until after 
tho organization of the next senate.

WASHnraTov, Jan. 97.— A novel aoow 

for breaking up the ice in the Potoma<r 
nere has been designed for the commis- 
sioners by W. X. Steveiia, a rivennnn 
of this city. It has sides eight feet high 
and the prow is Hhaped like an ordinary 
plow with iron facing. When pushed 
by a powerful tug ii will plow niuier 
the ice, lifting the solid mas.s so that it 
will break of its own weiglit. Tiie com- 
miaaioneo* have taken the plan under 
advisemW. in cas* the Haltimore tngs 
prove unable to break the ice. 

The steamer Norfolk, one of the most 
powerful of the W ashington and Nor- 
lolk propellers, has attempted t'l criiiih 
a channel .through the ice, but after a 
few spurts it waa brought to a dead 
standstill. 

Harbor Master Sudor, has reported to 
the commissioners that so long as the 
present state of tho weather continues 
he was hopeful that a fiood might be 
avoided. 

The ice is softening on the lower river, 
while there has been no extensive tliaw 
in the highlands. So, if the channel can 
be cleared before a general thaw, all the 
ice will pass off safely except for a pos- 
sible jam at the long bridge. ( Hncinna- 
tiansin Washington are taking an espe- 
cially keen interest in thi^ icy condition 
of the Potomac^ and the means which 
will be employed to clear the river, as 
they liken the condition here to that in 
the (Jhio at home. 

Guy S. Comly, of Ohiei, has a sugges 
tion to the District of Columbia com- 
missioners in Thursday morning's 
Washington Post in which he says: "A 
few years aoro the city of Toledo wa« 
threatentHl with a fiood from an ice 
gorge, and it was con8idere<l neros- 
sary to break a channel thri^ngh the 
ice to the lake. The heaviest rams 
in the barber could not make any 
way through the ice. But a heavy 
tug was loaded in the stern, so aa to 
raise her nase in the air, and when ^.h" 
made at the ice her bow ran on it aivl 
raised the craft half wa^ out of the 
water, its weight broke tho ice un- 
der her. and she would then back ofT 
and make another dash. In this w.iy 
she got down to the lake, five niilcii 
from Toledo. Could not the ice in the 
Potomac be broken in this wayV The 
tug in th(! above-mentioned case wm 
not ipaterially damaged — at least waa 
not f«l oat service."
